thers. 


Prorosats of anew modell for re-building the city of 
Lonvon, with houfes, ftreets and wharfes, to be forthwith 
fet out by bis majefties and the city furveyors ; with the ad- 
vantages that will accrew by building the fame accordingly, 
viz. 
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a. The owners fatisfied for their ground, the builder 
for building, and the poor inhabitants their loffes by the 
fire. 

a. Thecity built ftately, with large ftreets, the houfes 
not in danger of fire, and the ground all put to the bett 

rofit. 

, 3. The people will walk eafy and dry, the houfes of 
office and itreets kept {weet and cleane, and goods deliver- 
ed much cheaper. 

4. Convenient hoyfes, fhops, warehoufes and wharfes 
not dear. 

5. Advanced to his majefty by fines, 3726701. 

6. A revenew for ever fetled upon the crown, of per 
am. 223517 |. 10s. 

I, One rowe of buildings, fronting towards the river of 
Thames, from the Temple to Tower-dock, to be built 
uniform with ftone or brick, the front, backfide, and par- 
' ‘tition walls, at leaft one brick and half thick from the 
bottom to the top, the fellars arched with brick, or ftone 10 
foot high, and 15 foot wide, with two vaults before each 
door in the ftreet, of the fame bignefs, and fhall ftand at 
leat 80 foot from the high water mark, and fhall be all 30 
foot in the front, and 25 foot deep, and 4 ftories high, 
befides the fellars and roofs; the two firft ftories 10 foot 
high each, and the two upmott ftories 8 foot high each, 
aid there fhall be no garden, yard, or backfide belonging 
t them, but fliall have houfes built after the fame manner 
tlofe to the backfide of them, fronting towards the north, 
With @ Miore between every two houfes to the Thames, o- 
ver which fhall be to each houfe (both on the forefide and 
backfide) an houfe of office, and a peyatfoe of 10 foot 
wide, paved with free-ftone, for people to walk dry and 
eafy upon, with the houfes continued over it, ‘the fignes 
and figne-pofts to be of iron or copper, and an opennewell, 
of 6 foot wide and 20 foot long, between every 4 houfes, 
give light to their feveral ftare-cafes, in which their 
houfes ot office thall be. 

TE Two’ freets of 60 foot wide each, one from St. 
Dinftn’s eHurch in Fleet-ftreet to Tower-hill, and the 
other trom ‘Holborn-bridge and Goldfmiths-rents to New- 
onal then to Leaden-hall-ftreet, with a common

Wide, with houfes and peyatfoes on both fides, built as

Iil.Twenty two ftreets, of 30 foot wideeach, and 

tach acommon fhore, 10 whereof fhall go in length from 

Tempie to Tower-hill, 10 more whereof from Fet- 
ter-lane or Goldfmith’s-rents to the Old Baily, and then 
towards Tower-hill and Crutchet-fryers, andthe other 
two from Shooe-lane towards Bifhopfgate-ftreet, between 
every of which fhall be built houfes after the fame man- 
ner, with peyatfoes on both fides of 5 foot wide, paved 
and built over as before. 

IV. Six crofs fireets of 60 foot wide each, with each 
4common fhore, as before, viz. one from Goldfmith’s- 
tents, by the Temple, to the Thames ; one trom Smith- 

d, down the Old Baily to the Thames; one from 

derfgate to St. Paul’s church, and then to Paul’s wharf; 
one from Cripplegate to Queenhive ; one from Moregate 

Wgate-itairs ; and one from Bithopfgate-ftreet to 

ondon-bridge; together with the houfes on both fides of 

seat to have peyatioes of 10 foot wide, built over as 
ore. 

V. Six other crofs ftreets, of 30 foot wide each, with 
ech a common fhore, as before, one leading from Shooe- 

tothe Thames ; one from Holborne-conduit to the 


Thames; one from Chrift-church, by the weft end of St. 
Paul’s church, to the Thames; one from the middle of 
the wall, between Alderfgate and Cripplegate, to the 
Thames; one from the middle of the wall, between 
Cripplegate and Moregate, to the Thames; and one from 
the poftern gate in Morefields to the Thames, with pey- 
atfoes on both fides of them of 5 foot wide, paved and 
built over as before. 

VI. Acutt of 30 foot wide for the Thames to run in, 
and barges to {wim in at high water, leading from Bil- 
ling{gate up St. Mary-hill to Fanchurch-ftreet, and fo 
winding through Gratious-ftreet to Broad-flreet, and 
then down Lothbury to Holborne-bridge,and from Hock- 
ae Be oye to Bridewell-dock, with whatfes on both 
ides of 80 foat wide (which cutt will coft nothing dig- 
ging, becaufe that which comes out of it will be ufeful in 
the erp ae 2 the ftone of al! the churches burnt, and the 
brickes and rubbifh lying upon the (ground except St. 
Paul’s, St. Bride’s, St. Pulcher’s, Chrift-church and 
Bow) to be pulled down, and taken towards making good 
the walls of the faid cutt. 

VII. The owners of all the ground to have their pro- 
portions refpectively fet out as near the place where it 
was, as may be, and to be enjoyned to lett the fame 
to build, at the rate of 3 s. per foot, per dn. for every 
foot in the front (which thall be 25 foot deep) for 
ever. 

VIII. The builders to have 8 per Cent. for ever, for 
all the moneys they fhall lay out in building ; fecured by a 
rent-charge upon the houfe or houfes they fhall build. 

IX. Each houfe in the ftreets of 60 foot wide, and by 
the Thames, to be lett for 701. fine, and 701. per ann. for 
21 years (which will coft but 2501. a piece building) and 
each in the ftreets of 30 foot wide, for 501. fine, and sol. 
per ann, for the like time (which will coft but 2001. a- 
piece building) and not for more or lefs; out of which 
the ground rent fhall be fir paid, which will be 41: 10s. 
for every houfe, next the builder his 8 per ce#t. which 
will be for fome houfes 101]. each, arid for others 161. 
each, and the remainder, which will be 45]. 10s. for 
fome, and 29]. 10s. for others, with all the fines, fhall 
be paid to the king, his heirs, and fucceffors, towards the 
maintenance of his forces by fea and land, out of which 
fhall be firit paid and fatisfied, to every perfon that hath 
loft by the fre, fuch a proportion as the parliament fhall 
think fit. 

There will be in the great ftreets, 
and by the Thames, 891 houfes: in 
the leffer6206 and 800 wharfes,which 
will amount to per ann. befides the 
ground-rent and the builders.
